CSU  upset  the  BYU  gridders,  36- 
22,  in  a Provo  contest  last  fall. 

The  Cougars  have  won  three 
straight  games  since  then,  and  are 
eager  for  another  shot  at  the 
Rams,  who  have  beaten  BYU  twice 
in  a row  and  hold  a 31-19  advant- 
age in  the  long  series  between  the 
two  schools. 

The  contest  will  pit  the  nation’s 
number  one  rushing  team— CSU— 
against  the  number  two  rushing 
defense — BYU. 

The  Cougars  outlasted  San  Jose 
last  week  in  California,  19-9,  while 
the  Aggies  were  demolishing  a 
weak  South  Dakota  State  team, 
45-14. 

BYU  held  the  Spartans  to  -1  yard 
on  the  ground,  while  Colorado 
State  was  totaling  385  yards  rush- 
ing and  119  passing  for  504  yards 
in  the  SDS  contest. 

Ticket  sales  are  brisk  for  the 
first  home  game  in  what  could  be 
the  best  football  season  in  history 
for  the  Cougars,  who  finished  the 
1965  season  with  a 6-4  overall  re- 
cord and  a Conference  champion- 
ship.

The  Health  Center  And  The  Tests 


A letter  in  Thursday’s  Daily  Universe 
raised  a few  questions  about  the  way  the 
recent  TB  tests  were  handled  sby  the  Mac- 
Donald Health  Center  staff. 

We  would  like  to  answer  some  questions 
raised  about  our  Health  Center. 

The  TB  tests  were  conducted  on  the  stu- 
dents of  BYU  for  two  reasons.  First,  the 
Health  Center  was  asked  to  conduct  the 
tests  in  co-operation  with  Utah  State  eradi- 
cation program,  and  second  for  the  benefit 
of  the  students,  were  anxious  to  survey  the 
whole  BYU  community. 

News  of  the  TB  tests  were  given  by 
Dean  Cameron  through  the  medium  of  the 
Faculty  Newsletter.  The  Daily  Universe  also 
carried  a stpry  about  the  tests  in  one  of 
its  issues  prior  to  registration. 

So,  the  students  and  faculty  should  have 
been  aware  of  the  test. 

Naturally  it  is  hard  to  obtain  valid  re- 
sults from  such  a broad  test  unles  every 
possible  person  is  tested. 

And  it  was  also  impossible  to  test  vir- 
tually every  BYU  student  attending  full- 
time, due  to  that  fact  some  registration  aids 
and  other  students  did  not  register  when 
the  testing  facilities  were  set  up. 

The  Health  Center  is  certainly  set  up 
to  conduct  further  tests  on  students  who 
missed  them  during  registration,  arid  has 
pointed  that  out  to  students. 

If  every  student  realized  the  importance 
of  the  tests,  and  voluntarily  went  in  for  a 
test,  then  maybe  every  student  could  be 


tested. 

Several  days  before  school  started,  a 
team  of  three  physicians  from  the  American 
College  Health  Association  surveys  the  total 
health  program  of  BYU.. 

Although  their  official  report  has  not 
yet  been  released  to  the  Health  Center  and 
Administration,  the  chairman  of  the  team 
told  us  that  the  BYU  Health  Center  staff 
“was  doing  a very  admirable  job  despite 
being  understaffed  and  having  small  facili- 
ties for  so  large  a campus.” 

The  team  also  made  favorable  comments 
on  the  fine  general  health  of  the  student- 
body  here.  Praise  from  such  authorities-  in 
this  field  should  serve  to  reassure  many 
students  about  the  Health  Center  and  its 
efficiency. 

Even  the  process  of  giving  “mass  tests” 
and  “mass  physical  exams”  was  discussed 
when  the  evaluation  team  was  here. 

It  was  described  as  unsatisfactory  for 
reasons  that  it  was  too  impersonal  and  very 
un wieldly  to  work  with. 

Dr.  Cloyd  Hofeins,  director  of  the  center, 
said  that  the  physical  exams  were  no  longer 
given  en  masse  at  BYU  for  those  reasons. 

The  Health  Center  approached  the  task 
of  mass-testing  the  20,000  BYU  students 
for  TB  with  trepidation  but  committed  to 
carry  out  the  project  they  were  asked  to  do. 

We  hope  that  many  students  feel  the 
same  way  as  we  do  about  the  Center,  and 
will  take  the  time  to  understand  their  dif- 
ficulties in  doing  the  overwhelming  job  of 
keeping  Y students  “healthy.”

Hungry  Cougars  Sharpen  Teeth 

For  Rematch  With  CSU  Rams

“We  won’t  be  looking  past  CSU 
this  year,”  vow  the  Brigham 
Young  University  gridders. 

The  Cougars  host  the  Colorado 
State  Rams  tonight  at  0 p.m.  in 
the  home  opener  for  the  Blue  and 
White. 

Coach  Tommy  Hudspeth  and  his 
fired-up  proteges  haven’t  forgotten 
the  36-22  Ram  upset  a year  ago  in 
their  last  home  game  of  the  year. 

LAST  Y WIN 

Colorado  State’s  grid  squad  also 
downed  the  BYU  eleven  in  1964, 
7-6,  at  Fort  Collins.  The  last  Y vic- 
tory over  CSU  was  a 24-20  contest 
at  Provo  in  1963. 

Coach  Hudspeth,  after  combin- 
ing scouting  reports  with  the  game 
film  of  CSU’s  45-14  slaughter  of 
South  Dakota  State  last  Saturday, 
commented,  “This  is  the  best  Colo- 
rado State  team  we’ve  seen.” 

“But,”  continued  the  Cougar 
head  mentor,  “we  can  beat  them  if 
we  play  the  kind  of  football  we’ 
capable  of  playing.”  - 


The  players  haven’t  forgotten 
how  the  underdog  Aggies  capitaliz- 
ed on  five  interceptions  and  unin- 
spired Cougar  line  play  to  come  up 
with  the  win  in  1965. 

“Last  year  we  had  a difficult  j 
time  getting  ‘up’  for  Colorado, State 
after  the  Utah  game  the  week  be-  ] 
fore,”  recalls  end  Phil  Odle,  “but! 
we’re,  ready  for  them  this  year.” 

What  the  Cougars  have  to  get 
ready  for  is  a team  that  leads  the 
nation  in  rushing  offense  after 
gaining  385  yards  on  the  ground 
against  South  Dakota  State.  The 
Aggies  added  119  yards  passing  for 
a 504  yard  total. 

FIGURES  IMPRESSIVE 
The  figures  are  even  more  im- 
pressive in  light  of  fact  that  Coach 
Mike  Lude  left  his  first  stringers 
on  the  bench  during  the  second 
! half. 

I Coach  Hudspeth  has  a more  ex- 
I perienced  defensive  line  than  the 
one  which  allowed  CSU  263  yards 
jthe  last  time  around. 

' The  defense,  under  the  capable 


direction  of  LaVell  Edwards,  is 
second  in  the  nation  in  rushing 
i defense— Alabama  is  first— after 
holding  San  Jose  to  minus  one  yard 
last  Saturday  night. 

It  should  be  an  interesting  bat- 


tle. 


BOTH  RUGGED 

Both  teams  have  experienced, 
rugged  backs  with  relatively  inex- 
perienced offensive  front  lines.  The 
Rams  have  much  the  same  back- 
field  that  was  good  enough  to  finish 
tenth  nationally  in  scoring  and  17- 
th  in 'rushing  last.  year. 

Halfback  Oscar  Reed  racked  up 
137  yards  in  14  plays  against  South 
Datoka  State.  The  5’  11”,  211-lb. 
Reed  ran  for  725  yards  as  a full- 
back last  year  for  a CSU  record. 

Jon  Henderson,  a converted  quar- 
terback, will  run  at  the  other  half- 
back spot.  Henderson  picked  up 
99  yards  in  eight  trys  against  SDS. 

Fullback  Jim  Oliver— starting  his 
first  game  on  offense  against  South 
Dakota— gained  34  yards  in  eight 
carries,  and  veteran  quarterback 
Bob  Wolfe  completed  four  of 
passes  for  105  yards  and  two  touch- 
downs. 

BYU’s  grid  squad  survived  the 
season  opener  with  no  serious  in- 
juries, and  anticipate  the  return 
to  active  duty  of  tailback  Tim  Rus- 
sell, who  caught  four  passes  for 
35  yards  and  ran  back  2 kickoffs 
for  46  yards  against  CSU  in  Provo 
last  year.

The  Cougars  began  to  win,  and 
kept  on  winning  to  the  surprise  and 
c hagrin  of  opposing  teams  who  had 
been  in  existence  much  longer. 
Some  of  the  accomplishments  of 
last  year's  squad  include  first 
place  finishes  at  the  Denver  AAU 
Championships  and  the  Phoenix 
Invitational,  third  place  at  the  Far 
Western  Tournament  in  San  Fran 
cisco,  and  third  place  in  the  NCAA 


tournament  in  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan. 

At  the  National  Tournament  the 
Cougars  were  honored  with  an  in- 
vitation to  present  a demonstration 
of  their  unique  abilities  to  coaches 
and  players  from  all  over  the 
United  States.

BYU  hopes  to  participate  in  the 
1966-67  editions  of  the  tourneys  al- 
ready mentioned,  according  to 
Stanley.

Sea  Depths 
In  Talk

Descending  past  the  shimmering 
rays  of  the  sun,  across  the  paths 
of  porpoises  and  into  the  depths 
of  the  enhancing  underworld  of  the 
sea  went  BYU  students  in  a tour 
led  by  Roger  Conklin  during  Thurs- 
day morning’s  Forum  Assembly.

This  future  “inner  space”  liv- 
ing is  in  sight,  according  to  Con- 
klin. He  mentioned  that  already 
much  of  Japan  has  turned  to  the 
sea  for  life  and  experiments  have 
shown  “the  sea  could  provide  100 
billion  tons  of  food  daily”. 

Conklin,  with  the  use  of  enlarged 
photographs,  illustrated  the  brilli- 
ant colors  and  fascinating  animal 
life  found  in  the  depths  of  the 
sea. 

A detailed  verbal  picture  was 
painted  by  Conklin  of  “man’s  true 
friend”  the  dolphin  and  porpoise. 

He  also  displayed  the  jaw  of  a 
1,000  lb.,  15ft.  tiger  shark  which 
could  have  slipped  over  his  broad 
shoulders.

Dr,  Moses  expressed  hope  that 
students  be  aware  of  exactly  what 
is  expected  of  them  if  they  are  to  I 
remain  at  BYU  and  in  good  aca- 
demic standing.  He  also  points  out 
that  the  efforts  of  the  Academic1 
Standards  Committee  are  aimed 
at  helping  students  to  stay  in  school 
and  get  all  the  education  possible. j 
MINIMUMS  GIVEN 

Students  at  BYU  are  expected 
to  attain  the  following  minimum  j 
grade-point  average  for  their  par- 
ticular class  in  school: 

Freshmen  (students  who  have 
accumulated  31  semester  hours  of 
credit  or  less)  are  required  to  main- 
tain a 1.75  (C-)  grade  average  in 
order  to  be  considered  in  good  aca- 
demic standing. 

Sophomores,  juniors,  and  seniors 
are  required  to  maintain  a 2.00  (C) 
grade  average  on  all  work  beyond 
the  first  31  semester  hours  of  cred- 
it. 

A student  receiving  a degree  from 
BYU  must  have  earned  a cumula- 
tive grade-point  average  of  2.00  on 
all  academic  work  including  college 
transfer  work  before  he  will  be 
allowed  to  register  for  the  final 
semester  of  work  leading  to  a de- 
gree. 

Grade-point  averages  are  com- 
puted on  this  basis:  “A”  equals 


four  grade  points;  “B”  equals 
three;  “C”  equals  two;  “D”  equals 
one;  and  “E,”  “We,”  and  “UW” 
each  equal  zero. 

Categories-  of  academic  status 
are  as  follows: 

WARNING— A student  whose 
BYU  cumulative  grade-point  aver- 
age is  above  the  minimum  stan- 
dard but  whose  grade-point  aver- 
age for  the  last  semester  was  be- 
low the  minimum  required  (1.75 
for  freshmen  and  2.00  thereafter) 
will  receive  academic  warning. 

PROBATION— A student  whose 
BYU  cumulative  grade  average 
fails  to  meet  the  minimum  re- 
quirment  and  whose  record  shows 
a shortage  of  grade  points  will  be 
placed  on  academic  probation. 

SUSPENSION— Students  will  :be 
suspended  from  the  University  j if 
at  the  end  of  any  probationary 
semester  their  cumulative  record 
at  BYU  shows  a shortage  of  12 
grade  points  from  that  which  ; is 
required  (1.75  for  the  first  i31 
semester  hours  and  2.00  there- 
after), and  their  current  semesijer 
grade  average  is  also  deficient;
